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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
1. The reply filed on 9-19-02 is not folly responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

(a) The communication filed 9-19-02 is not folly responsive to the Office 
communication mailed for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With The 
Sequence Rules or CRF Diskette Problem Report.
